PETRIFIED TREES. 


The “Stone Forest” One of California’* 
Natural Wonder*. 
California, among many other natural 
wonders, contains a 
“stone forest." 
This is located iu Sonoma county, ouly 
a few miles from the little resort of 
Calistoga Springs 
This “forest" con­ 
sists of a grout many |>etrlfled trees. 
all of which are prostrate. 
In respect to the great number 01 
petrifl**d trees and their Immense size. 
the California "stone forest" surpasses 
tit it of Arizona. 
Strange to say. very 
little is known about these wonder­ 
ful Sonoma county petrifactions—so 
far as th** general public is concerned. 
Many of these trees are of enormous 
size. 
The famous "(jueen of the For 
est ’ Is a prehistoric redwood about 
eighty feet long and nearly twelve feet 
in diameter. 
It has been broken in 
several places, and these breaks ar** as 
(•lean as if rut off with a saw 
A tree 
h is grown up through one of the breaks 
s.id bus ut tallied quite a large size. 
Auntlier giant tree known as the "Mon 
ar Ii” lies near by, which is almost 
ninety f»*et long and is without a 
break 
This tree is a fir. ami averages 
tin f«*et iii diameter. 
Not far away Is 
mother giant son of Hie forest— a red 
wood that is about sixty feet long ami 
nine f**et in diameter. 
This tree is 
beckett into muuy hundreds of pieces, 
yet It retains Its shape almost perfect 
ly. 
Scattered about for the area of 
several acres are many other pieces of 
petrifaction. 
So |*erfcct has been the 
transmutation into stone that the grain 
of the wood still remains very clear, 
and the variety of th** tree m a y Im* ca* 
il> determined

B E L L 


History of This Relic of th* Revolu­ 
tionary Patriot*. 
Overvigorous ringing of the old Lib 
erty Ik*1 I many years ago on the ocea 
Bion of the celebration of Hie I tee la ra 
Hon of I mlepcudence was what put 
the crack iu it aud forever destroyed 
Its resonant tone. 
It was cast by Pass 
A Stow in Philadelphia and hung in 
the belfry of th** now historic state 
house in lower Chestnut street early In 
June, 1753. 
It contains ‘J .OHI pounds 
of metal. 
N**ar the top of the bell were cast 
tin* words “Proclaim Liberty Through- 
out All the Land I ufo All tho Inhabit­ 
ants Thereof." 
Prophetic of Its des­ 
tiny, this gave it the name Liberty 
boll. 
When the British army marched on 
Philadelphia iii 1777 the bell wasTuk 
en dowu by patriots aud carried off iu 
Hie nit.lit to Allentown in order that 
it might not fall Into the bauds of the 
enemy.
